DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 


As foreshadowed in the last issue of “The 
National Provisioner” (considerably ahead of 
the daily press) Mr. James F. Wilson, of 
lowa, has been tendered by President-elect 
McKinley the position of Secretary of Agri- 
culture in the latter’s Cabinet, and 
promptly accepted same. 

Mr. Wilson is a gentleman who is thor- 
oughly familiar with the farming and agri- 
cultural interests, who now holds a professor- 
ship at the Agricultural College, at Ames, Ia., 
and who in the Forty-eighth Congress was a 
member of the Committee on Agriculture, and 
consequently had much to do with the legisla- 
tion concerning farm interests. This selection

has 


consequently is one that can only be indorsed, 
inasmuch as it brings a gentleman to the of- 
fice who is eminently qualified for same and 
who will no doubt do justice to the meat: and 
provision business and allied trades. He must 


and their standing as one of the largest, if 
not the largest, industry in this country, and 
one that furnishes the material for export. 
which is second to no other. 

Mr. Wilson is fortunate in finding the De- 
partment of Agriculture in excellent condi- 
tion. The present Secretary, the Hon. J. 
Sterling Morton, has done much to make the 
same popular, and the literature which has 
been issued by the Department has been well 
selected and has proven to be eminently use- 
ful to the newspapers which disseminate in- 
formation on subjects in which the Depart- 
ment and the public is interested. It is to be 
hoped that Mr. Wilson will see the wisdom of 
retaining in office some of those eminent 
scientists who have helped his predecessors to 
bring the Department of Agriculture into so 
much prominence and to elevate it to the po- 
sition which it now occupies, after so few 
years of existence. Among them are, in the 
first place. Dr. D. E. Salmon, chief of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, who is eminent- 
ly fitted for the position he holds, and has ex- 
perience second to none in the particular line 
to -which he has devoted himself. His writ- 
ings on the subject of animal industry and his 
researches are invaluable, and are cherished 
by all who have had the pleasure of receiving 
them. 

Then there is Mr. H. W. Wiley, the chief 
chemist of the Department, who, after many 
years of study has gained an enviable reputa- 
tion as an expert in this particular line, and 
who is certainly the right man in the right 
place. Mr. Geo. Wm. Hill, Chief of Division 
of Publications; Donald MacCuaig, chief 
clerk; B. T. Galloway, Chief of Division of 
Vegetable Physiology and Pathology; Henry 
A. Robertson, statistician; B. E. Fernow, 
Chief of Division of Forestry; L. O. Howard, 
entomologist, and others, are all gentlemen 
of great reputation in their special sphere, 
and they have done highly commendable 
work, although we personally had less oppor- 
tunity to come in contact with them in their 
special lines than we had with the Secretary 
himself and Dr. D. E. Salmon. We thereforé 
do not hesitate to reiterate most emphatically 
that their work has been highly beneficial, 
their decisions strictly fair and impartial, and 
they will at all times be gratefully remem- 
bered by the meat and provision trades.

THE MENACE OF DEPARTMENT 
STORES. 


A report comes to us from New York City 
that another one of the large dry goods stores 
there contemplates the addition of a retail 
meat market to their already very large gro- 
cery department and general store. This par- 
ticular department store is more centrally lo- 
eated than the other one previously men- 
tioned in these columns, which already con- 
ducts a meat market, and on account of its 
superior location is apt to do more harm to 
the neighboring retail butchers than the for- 
mer did. It goes without saying that the re- 
tail butchers are up in arms against this new 
encroachment upon what they consider their 
well defined rights, and they are contemplat- 
ing what steps to take for their protection. It 
seems to us that every butcher ought to emu- 
late the example of many butchers in New 
England, who add groceries and dry and 
eanned goods to their meat department. It 
may be said that this will hurt the retail 
grocer, but, on the other hand, it is bound to 
come to that, and the retail grocers have no 
hesitation at all in selling hams and bacon, 
and some of them sell fresh meats, especially 





with his experience recognize their importance 








in New England States, and in a great many 
of the middle States grocery and butcher 
stores are not separated, but are conducted in 
the same place, mostly by one, and sometimes 
by two proprietors, who, however, work hand 
in hand. It does not seem to us as if the “de- 
partment stores” were obtaining any en- 
couragement from the packing houses beyond 
the one that the latter are selling goods to 
them. Aside from the sentimental question, 
which this fact involves, we do not believe 
that the butchers can successfully impress it 
upon the packing houses and Western beef 
shippers that they should not sell to “depart- 
ment stores.” The proprietors of the latter 
are generally wealthy men and in good stand- 
ing, and do not purchase. on credit, but buy 
largely for cash, or on very short time, and 
aside from the fact that it is hardly possible 
or likely that a man would refuse to sell to 
cash customers, it would not be business 
policy. Those that tell the butchers that they 
will not sell to department stores are not apt 
to do so openly, but privately they will prob- 
ably not hesitate to dispose of their goods for 
a cash consideration to any body who comes 
along, and it is well that the butchers should 
know that, since the ethics of business do not 
go so far, as a rule, that man would hesitate 
to increase his trade or to dispose of his 
goods, because some of his customers do not 
like it. 

We state this as friends of the butchers and 
to demonstrate to them the impogsibility of 
carrying out a fact which, to all appear- 
ances, must be one-sided. 

The only remedy seems to us to be aggres- 
siveness on the part of the butchers, forma- 
tion of strong associations that will buy goods 
in carload lots for cash and that will be able 
to compete with “department stores” both in 
meats and groceries. The formation of asso- 
ciations on a similar principle, as the army 
and navy store in New England, or the Con- 
sum-Vereine in Germany ‘and Austria, where 
a committee attends to the purchase of all the 
goods sold in the stores of the members of the 
association, and it is therefore, of course, in 
a position to buy very extensively and cheap- 
ly. Unless radical steps of this kind are tak- 
en, the representations of the retail trade, we 
are sorry to say, will not avail, and whoever 
says they will is not a friend of the retailer. 


IS A CHANGE NEAR? 


Directly after the result of the Presidential 
elections became known there was a spurt 
in business, and for a few days or weeks sen- 
timent carried the day and the millennium 
seemed to be close at hand. It did not take 
long, however, before matters settled back 
into former conditions, until business began 
to slack up and grow poorer to such an ex- 
tent that a majority of people think that it is 
worse now than it was before the elections. 
The question universally asked is, how long 
will this thing continue, and will we ever see 
better business again? A careful review of 
the situation discloses to us the fact that in 
spite of great stagnancy and dullness in trade 
business men seem to be generally hopeful 
that “better times” are close at hand, and 
that it will not be long after the inauguration 
of President McKinley when the current of 
prosperity will begin to flow, carrying all busi- 
ness men, large and small, to the ocean of 
wealth and abundance. Let us hope that this 
may be so. We certainly believe that the pro- 
ducts of the packing house, slaughter house 
and of the refinery should command higher 
prices in‘spite of large stocks, which may be 
on hand. Whatever the fluctuations of the 
immediate future may be, nobody can deny 
that tallow, hides, lard, pork, beef and ferti- 
lizers, as well as cottonseed oil, are low 
priced, and that it would be better for all con- 
cerned if prices were higher. We believe that 
eventually they will be better, notwithstand- 
ing the large supplies and increased receipts 
of live stock. Better business will bring in- 
creased consumption, and that is what we 
need to maintain these staples at a higher 
range than is now quoted in the markets of 
the world.

WEEKLY REVIEW. 


"TALLOW has been a little more active for 
New York City stock, at a decline of Ke., 
under more free offerings by city melters, who 
were inclined to sell ahead of current pro- 
duction, in view of the stagnation and de- 
pression in the trade and the utter lack of 
prospect even of export demand. Whether 
any of the offerings have come from the chief 
holder is not stated, though it is supposed 
that he is still out of the market. Yet it 
shows a very weak condition if the market 
has declined this ec. under offerings of only 
about half the local production, which has 
hitherto been sold at firm prices for three 
months past, from week to week without 
breaking prices. But large offerings of coun- 
try were also on an easier basis of 344@34ce., 
which compelled local melters to meet it or 
hold their current make. This shows either 
an increased production of country stock, or 
at least increased stocks or decreased con- 
sumption, and the latter seems hardly prob- 
able, in view of the fact that an improvement 
in demand for soap itself has been reported 
of late, with prospects of still further im- 
provement, as usual at this season of the 
year. On the other hand, soap makers in the 
West have generally been out of the market 
at old prices, indicating that they have an- 
ticipated present wants by their last three 
months’ heavy purchases, or that they are 
not consuming as much as during that period. 
Packers’ tallow has been offered at 2%c. for 
No. 2 and at 3%c. for No. 1 in Chicago, and 
no sales of any importance have been report- 
ed to this writing, and that market has also 
- been quoted weak, with concessions probable, 
if there were buyers for round lots. There 
has been no inquiry whatever reported for ex- 
port, so far as France is concerned, but there 
has been a little looking around for edible for 
German markets at 2'4c., while city is held 
at 3%c., and some brands at 4c., with coun- 
try edible offered at 3546@3%c., though not 
really edible, but simply choice soap stocks. 
This is the nearest indication of export de- 
mand that has been heard of. As to outside 
seaports, they are supposed also to be accu- 
mulating stock, as well as interior and West- 
ern points, and the whole situation seems to 
be growing weaker, under a production evi- 
dently in excess of home consumption again, 
as was the case last year, before ‘the export 
demand set in. It would seem, therefore, that 
the market is drifting downward into the 
same condition it was last summer, when 8@ 
3c. was touched for prime city tallow, and 
exporters came in and bought up to 3c. and 
cleared out the accumulations. But whether 
they will come in at those figures again is 
problematical, as they do not take enough 
interest in the market, apparently, now, to 
take or send cable refusals. Sales of city so 
far this week, together with the 200 deliver- 
able on weekly contract, have a little more 
than absorbed half the estimated weekly pro- 
duction of New York, indicating either that 








the melters, who are selling, have sold ahead, 
or that the melter who is not supposed to be 
selling, is letting out some stock quietly on 
the market, as last week’s production was 
supposed to be sold up clean, excepting for 
the one melter. Transactions since our last 
have been: 

On Monday, 100 hhds city at 3%c. for local 
account, and 300 bbls. of country at 34@ 
3 5-16e. 

On Tuesday 300 hhds. more of city sold at 
the same price, 3%¢c., all to the local trade. 

On Wednesday 50 hhds. more sold at the 
same price, and more was offered at 3%c., 
with 3c. bid, and 150,000 Ib of country for 
Tuesday and Wednesday, in lots, at 34@3\e. 
for fair to choice stock. 

STEARINES have been as dull and de- 
pressed as tallow, both lard and oleo, the for- 
mer following the lard market down, and the 


latter that for tallow, on lack of demand and | 


over supplies, the markets both East and 
West being lower. Refiners, both of pure and 
compound lard have wanted very little of 
either grade of stock, and although the late 
accumulation of oleo at New York was sup- 
posed to have been sold up the last two 
weeks, current production since has been in 
excess of the wants of the trade. Even the 
decline in pure lard has failed to stimulate 
demand for it, either home or export. In fact, 
it has seared off what European inquiry there 
was, either from the Continent or the U. K., 
as stocks on the other side are ample, and 
buyers do not care to add to their accumula- 
tions on a declining market; hence, the small 
demand for stearine from refiners for com- 
pound lard is almost unsalable, with pure 
lard at the same price, even in the refined 
shape. Transactions for the week have been: 

On Monday 25,000 ID oleo stearine in New 
York at 4%4c. to local refiners. There were 
also 200,000 Ib reported in Chicago at 4c. 
done at the close of last week, making with 
what was reported in our last, 600,000 Ib 
taken in that market last week. 

On Tuesday 100,000 Ib ditto were sold in 
New York at 4Kc., a decline of Ke., to local 
refiners. 

On Wednesday it was offered at that price 
without buyers, while Western lard stearine 
was offered 44%4c. New York, to arrive, and 
city ditto 43c., with Western lard down to 
4c. asked New York, and not a transaction re- 
ported so far, either home or export. 

OILS broke in Rotterdam on the arrivals 
of late last week’s steamer to 36@87 florins, 
at which a fair business was done on Satur- 
day, and again on Monday, making in all 
900 to 1,100 bbls., mostly at 36 florins, against 
40 the last previous reported sale. This is all 
that is reported so far during the week, as it 
has supplied immediate wants, and buyers 
seem to be holding off, seeing no inducement 
to anticipate future wants on an apparently 
declining market for both hog and beef fat 
products. No further change was reported up 
to the close of Wednesday. 

GREASES have been in the same boat as 
tallow, with stocks not yet large, but slowly 
accumulating, in the absence of export de- 


mand of any amount, for any grade, East or 
West. Even the Canadian demand for white, 
lately noted, is no longer reported, and the 
market has been dull at the decline of last 
week, when we reported sales at the lowest 
prices on record, supposed to be only one or 
two points above 2c. for dark brown stock.

HIDE AND SKIN MARKETS. 


CHICAGO, 

PACKER HIDES.—Since the large sales 
of the past few weeks the hide market is 
stronger and firm. Tanners know, as well as 
| the hide men, that hides are in small supply, 
| and that consequently the packers are in a 
good position to hold the market firm at full 
quotations. Light hides are very scarce, and 
there is a larger demand than can be sup- 
plied. Though hides at this time of year are 
not profitable to buy, yet we find the market 
well sold up, and tanners with small supplies, 
as they have only bought for immediate use, 
hoping for lower priced hides, but as we have 
frequently stated, it looks as though the tan- 
ners must get more for leather, as that seems 
to be the only way for them to avoid heavy 
losses. Shoe manufacturers realize this more 
than they have in the past, and if they fully 
come to that conclusion they are likely to be 
in the market for larger quantities of leather 
than for a long time. It has been a surprise 
to a good many that leather has held so firm 
through such dull times, but with high priced 
hides it would have been worse than folly to 
sacrifice leather and put in hides at a price 
that meant leather at a cost much higher 
than what they sold at. 

No. 1 NATIVE STEERS, 60 Ib and up, we 
quote at 914¢c., with sales at that price, as 
some 10,000 were sold at that. 

No. 1 BUTT-BRANDED STEERS, 60 Ib 
and up, 84c., at which price 4,000 were sold: 

No. 1 TEXAS STEERS, 60 ID and up, 
8\c., with both light and extreme light at 
8e., with sales to establish these quotations.

SUMMARY. 


In 


summing up the hide market we may 
say that, considering the time of year, the 


prices have held up wonderfully well, and the 


demand has been very satisfactory. It must 
be remembered that hides are now long 


haired and a very large percentage of them 
run grubby—some claim as high as 75 per 


cent. grubs, and the grubby hides are sold at 


lc. less than the No. 1s, so that it will be 
seen that a large part are sold at 1c. less than 
the highest prices quoted for that selection. 
Again, there is always a difference in take off 
of hides. While a few of the leading slaugh- 
terers get the very highest prices beeause 
their hides have a standard reputation as to 
take off and cure, others, and especially those 
known in the trade as “outside” hides—that 
is, hides not taken off by the leading slaugh- 
terers, are always sold from 4@*%\<c. off from 
the cream selections. We find it necessary to 
state these things frequently, as some of the 
readers of ‘The National Provisioner’ have 
been misled when they have seen the highest 
quotations for the very best grades of hides 
in the country, and have compared “outside” 
hides with such, when, in fact, no such com- 
parison can be made, for the reasons above 
stated. 

Taken in its entirety the hide market can 
be said to be in a very healthy condition, and 
likely to maintain prices for some time to 
come, except, perhaps, with a slight reduc- 
tion for quality, which will not improve for 
two months or more. 

There is one very healthy feature about the 
hide situation, and that is, that no ene seems 
to care to hold hides for speculation, but seil 
on the market at the time that they are ready 
for market, so that the supplies in the hands 
of salters at any point is not large, and the 
same may be said of tanners, as they have 
not bought, except as they have actually 
needed them.

PROHIBITION OF OLEOMARGARINE 
IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


The effect of the recent amendment to the 
Interstate Commerce law, passed by the 
House of Representatives, will be to entirely 
prohibit the manufacture, sale and consump- 
tion of oleomargarine in Pennsylvania. Un- 
der existing Federal law oleomargarine can 
be imported into that State, and is imported 
in original packages in considerable quanti- 
ties, notwithstanding the prohibitory statute. 
But the amendment will leave the traffic in 
this product entirely under the control of the 
State law. While the consumption of oleo- 
margarine will be subject to an internal reve- 
nue tax of ten cents a pound in most of the 
States, in Pennsylvania the tax cannot be col- 
lected upon it, for its sale here will be unlaw- 
ful. 

The prohibition of the manufacture and sale 
of oleomargarine in Pennsylvania is a detest- 
able iniquity clothed in the form of municipal 
law. This statute was passed in the midst of 
violent clamors assailing oleomargarine as au 
impure and unwholesome article, produced 
from the vilest materials and most dangerous 
to the public health. In vain the most emi- 
nent scientists testified before the legislative 
committee that the article is absolutely pure, 
a much purer and more wholesome article of 
food than a great deal of butter that is sold 
freely in the markets. There is no doubt, 
however, that many members of the Pennsyl- 
vania Legislature voted against oleomargar- 
ine under the influence of gross misrepresen- 
tation of its character. 

So long as this law prohibiting the manu- 
facture and sale of oleomargarine under crim- 
inal penalties shall remain on the statute 
books of the State it will remain there as a 
disgrace to the Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania.

Eastman 
obtained some fancy steers at $4.72\% of 1,421 
average. One bunch of steers averaging 1,295 
sold for $4.30—they were purchased last Aug. 
27. averaging just 1,000 Th, for $3.30@$3.45, 
fed to shelled corn and oil meal, making a 
gain of 2 Th per day. But the following sale of 
steers averaging 1.523l at $4.80 shows well 
in feeding with ground corn—they made a 
gzain since Sept. 1 of 3 Tb per day, showing a 
good profit on 12%c. per bushel corn. Some 
fed Texas steers, 1,076 Tb average, at $3.70, 
and some Texas steers fed at cottonseed oil 
mills. 788 TD average, at $3.75. Some well fin- 
ished, fed Utahs, 1.385 Ib average, at $4.10. 
One lot of Texas purchased Oct. 5, averaging 
900 Th, at $2.90, were fed 110 days on corn 
and were sold at $3.85, averaging 1.091 Tb. 
The cotton oil mills are shipping out their fed 
animals to market pretty freely—some mills 
pretty well cleaned out. Native and 
heifers were scarce, found ready sale. Some 
cows goilig at $3.35; some heifers at $3.45. 
Range cows also in limited supply, and pur- 
chased quickly. Ranchmen are making large 
preparations for breeding in coming season - 
therefore there is a likelihood of a continu- 
ance of shortage in cow receipts. One large

The packer hide market firmly holds its 
own, the sales are ample, the stocks are small, 
and if this good policy of the packer is con- 
tinued right along for the next three months 
selling the hides as soon as they are slaugh- 
tered or fit to deliver, they will go into the 
short haired season in a condition to demand 
good, strong prices. But already there is a 
tendency to force up prices—and these long 
haired, grubby hides will not stand any infla- 
tion of value. The level headed man will have 
littlke to trouble him if he present 
prices, and leaves bullish ideas for hides of a 
better quality than the hides taken off at 
The speculator at the present 
prices will have considerable nerve to pile up 
stock when he is offered the very fair values 
now going for hides.

THE PREPARATION OF BLOOD AL- 
BUMEN. 


Blood albumen is one of the products made 
from the blood of slaughtered animals. This 
product finds an extensive use in the textile 
industries in the printing of cotton fabrics. 

The blood as it comes from the animal is 
caught in shallow pans, each just large 
enough to hold the amount from one animal. 
It is then allowed to rest without stirring or 
agitation until it clots. It is important that 
the blood should not be stirred, or it will be 
defribinated, and the proper separation can- 
not be made. 

After clotting, the clot is thoroughly scored, 
or cut up into small squares, and placed in 
shallow pans with a _ perforated bottom, 
through which the serum, or albumen, drains 
off from the clot. The dark red clot is used 
for the manufacture of dried blood. The 
serum that drains through is the product 
which, when separated from further impuri- 
ties and dried under suitable conditions, form 
the blood albumen of commerce. The serum 
at this stage of the process is of a pinkish or 
light red color, due to the presence of some 
red corpuscles, which have been imperfectly 
separated by clotting. 

The next operation consists in the separa- 
tion of these red blood corpuscles, and the 
quality of the resulting finished product de- 
pends upon the perfection of this separation. 
The serum is placed in shallow pans about 3 
feet long by 18 inches wide and 4 or 5 inches 
deep, containing in the middle of the bottom 
a perforated rubber stopper, through which a 
quarter-inch glass or lead tube extends until 
it reaches just above the surface of the liquid 
when placed in the pan. The pans are filled 
with the serum and allowed to rest in a cool 
place for a few hours, during which time the 
red corpuscles begin to sink. As the liquid 
elears at the top, and the corpuscles sink 
lower and lower, the tube is graudally low- 
ered to draw off the clear serum into suitable 
vessels placed underneath. The tube is low- 
ered gradually at intervals as long as the 
liquid runs off clear. When it is seen that 
further continued settling will no longer pro- 
duce a clear liquid, the receptacle is changed, 
and that which afterwards comes over is used 
in making inferior grades of the product. The 
serum which has drained off clear is of a 
very slight delicate pink color. 

It is placed in small, shallow, smooth en- 
ameled plates, resembling a pie plate, each of 
which holds about half a pint, and lightly 
greased previous to filling. These plates are 
then placed in a dry room kept at a tempera- 
tureof about110° F. until the product dries, It 
is then scraped off the plates, which is easily 
accomplished, owing to the greasing of the 
same, It is important that the temperature 
of the drying room should be kept as low as 
possible, for otherwise there is danger of the 
serum coagulating, and thus ruining the pro- 





duct. The darker colored product is dried in 
the same manner as the foregoing. The first 
grade is a very clear and pale amber colored 
product, and its quality depends upon its 
lightness in color. 

Blood being a very perishable product, it is 
important that all the operations up to the 
drying should be performed at a low tempera- 
ture to avoid decomposition and spoiling of 
the blood. Hence it was customary to manu- 
facture the product principally in the winter 
time. 

With the modern system of artificial refrig- 
eration it is possible now, however, to turn 
out a uniform product at all times, independ- 
ent of the seasons. 

In the very latest methods of manufacture, 
the separation of the serum is accomplished 
by centrifugal machines, and the evaporation 
of the serum rapidly conducted at a low tem- 
perature in a vacuum apparatus. Most of the 
product on the market, however, is still made 
by the old process, but it will soon undoubted- 
ly be superseded by the new.

No. 3. 
PIG-FEEDING. 

By JOHN BARRON. 


The treatment of pigs intended for porkers 
and those intended for bacon should from the 
age of twelve or fourteen weeks be somewhat 
different. The former may be pushed on 
sharply and fed at least three times a day, but 
eare should be taken not to give more food 
at each meal than is thoroughly cleaned up. 

A good mixture of two or three sorts of 
ground corn, either scalded or steamed, with 
the addition of some boiled potatoes, mangels 
or swedes, and a little skim milk, will make 
porkers fit for the market in four or five 
months. 

Pigs that are intended for bacon should be 
allowed a fair amount of exercise, and for 
the first four or five months need only be fed 
twice a day, on such food as will promote 
growth and produce flesh rather than fat, but 
they should never be allowed to stop grow- 
ing. nor to lose their suckers flesh. 

When put up to feed, the change to richer 
food should be gradual. Opinions vary very 
much as to whether it is desirable to give 
meal raw or cooked; for my part, I have 
found the best results from cooked food. 

As regards the diet on which bacon pigs 
should be fed, it is impossible to lay down 
any hard and fast rules. The pig, of all ani- 
mals, thrives best on a mixed diet, and every 
pig feeder must decide for himself what is 
the mixture that he can most economically 
use, having regard to the produce of his 
county. 

There is no doubt barley meal is one of the 
best all round foods for the production of 
good bacon, with the addition of a small 
quantity of pea or bean meal, and fourths 
flour. Maize meal is a most useful food in 
small quantities, but it should always be 
scalded or boiled, and never be used exclu- 
sively, or as the principal ingredient in food 
where high class, streaky bacon is desired, as 
its tendency is to produce fat. 

It is of, the utmost importance that: pigs 
should be fed at regular intervals. When this 
is not attended to they become restless and 
do not thrive as they ought to do. The food 
should be varied from time to time, as noth- 
ing promotes a good appetite like change of 
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food.

TARRYTOWN.—Wood ashes consist prin- 
cipally of carbonate of potassium, sulphate 
and chloride of potassium, besides silicates of 
potassium, iron alumina and other impurities. 
To use weod ashes to best advantage for the 
manufacture of caustic potash, we advise you 
to get a chemical analysis of the ashes, and 
also instructions from the analyst regarding 
the proportions of lime and water to be used, 
in order to obtain a potash free of carbonate 
or lime or other undesirable constituents. By 
dissolving the wood ashes in water and treat- 
ing the hot solution with caustic lime, the car- 
bonate of potassium is causticized; the lime 
(now largely carbonate of lime), is allowed to 
settle; the clear supernatant lye may be di- 
rectly utilized. The settling lime and ludge 
may be washed once or twice with warm 
water, and these wash waters utilized to dis- 
solve new quantities of wood ashes. A sim- 
ple method to prepare potash lye from wood 
ashes is as follows: The ashes are screened to 
remove all large pieces of coal, ete. On a flag 
or cement floor the ashes are moistened 
with water, preferably by means of a 
sprinkling can, till they form a pasty mass, 
which is left undisturbed for some time to 
allow the moisture to become evenly distrib- 
uted. The mass is then heaped, and a hole 
made in the top of the heap sufliciently large 
to hold the required amount of quicklime. 
Water is poured on the lime, and the latter 
covered with more ashes. The slaking of the 
lime produces considerable heat; the pile be- 
gins to “smoke,” to give off steam. When 
the reaction is apparently over, the slaked 
lime is thoroughly mixed with the ashes and 
put into a leaching vessel; this latter is pro- 
vided with a false bottom, covered with straw 
or burlaps to prevent the leaching of the 
potash, retaining the lime, etc. Regarding the 
amount of lime required, it is impossible to 
give a correct figure without knowing the na- 
ture of the wood ashes; it is, however, better 
to use an excess of lime, rather than an in- 
sufficient amount; 100 parts of carbonate of 
potassium require theoretically 40% parts of 
lime; practical experience has demonstrated 
that for pure carbonate from 45 to 50 parts 
of lime are necessary; for 100 parts of wood 
ashes 8 to 20 parts of lime are sufficient. 

JAMES McC.—We should not advise you 
to run any experiments in manufacturing 
stick unless you are thoroughly posted on it. 
Various remedies are in the market to obvi- 
ate the difficulty of evaporating such large 
amounts of liquid. We will suggest a suitable 
compound if you will be more explicit about 
your product and try some experiments our- 
selves before advising further trials by you. 

A. B. F., CHICAGO.—We would advise 
you to experiment a little. Pigs feet should 
be simmered, as it were, not boiled. Sort of 
parboiled just sufficient to cook through with- 
out separating bone, sinew and flesh. Pigs 
feet are usually split before boiling, as they 
are more solid and not so liable to be 
“mashed” as after. Take half a dozen feet 
and split‘lengthwise and simmer until done, 
which you can easily determine by “forking.” 
After taking out of water chill thoroughly 
and pack in vinegar and spice as best suited 
to your trade. You might at the same time 
“simmer” half a dozen whole, and thus find

DRY SOAP.—SOAP POWDERS. 
(Continued from last week.) 

SODIUM CARBONATE.—This is used in 
the form of soda crystals. Occasionally, 
should the dry soap show signs of becoming 
pasty during working, a small quantity in 
the form of 58 per cent. alkali is often added. 
This appears to combine with the excess of 
moisture in the soap, to which the pastiness 
is usually due, and make it work properly. 

GLAUBER’S SALTS.— This _ product, 
which is crystallized sodium sulphate, is often 
added to dry soaps in place of soda crystals, 
with the object of cheapening the cost of pro- 
duction, and so be able to turn out an article 
at a lower price than the best grade of dry 
Borax is occasionally added to dry 
soaps, and is a very good material to add; 
the only objection to it is that it is expensive. 

Phosphate of soda has been added to dry 
soaps, but the writer sees no very material 
advantage in its addition. It is a neutral 
salt, without any detergent properties, while 
it is rather expensive. 

Paraftin, in the form of wax or oil, is often 
added to dry soaps. The quantity added is 
but small, rarely exceeding 2 per cent., and 
oftener not more than \% per cent. of the dry 
soap. It is generally conceded that paraffin 
increases the washing properties of soap. Per- 
fumes of various kinds are often added, but 
the best known makes are not scented at all, 
and such odor as they possess is due to the 
fats used in making the soap. 

Other bodies are sometimes added, for va- 
rious reasons, to dry soaps. Such will be men- 
tioned later on; the above form, as it were, 
the basis of all dry soaps. 

Every dry soap maker has his own manner 
of working. The general principle which un- 
derlies the great majority of the processes is 
to grind the soap and salts together. This 
may be carried out either by means of an 
edge-runner mill, when the soda crystals or 





soaps. 





Glauber’s salt is first ground, then the soap 
is thrown in and gradually worked in. With 
this manner of working there is sometimes a 
tendency to a pastiness if the soap be too 
soft. In such an event it may be remedied 
by throwing in a small quantity of 58 per 
cent. alkali. 

The difficulty is that the edge-runner does 
not grind fine enough. A better plan is to use 
an edge-runner to mix the ingredients, and to 
finish the grinding in a devil disintegrator. 
These are admirable for grinding soft soap, 
and work better than any other form of 
grinding mill, yielding a product of great fine- 
ness, which is a very important feature in 
dry soap, and which every maker should en- 
deavor to attain. 

Another plan of working which is some- 
times followed is to melt the soda crystals by 
heating them in a pan. The water they con- 
tain, as water of crystallization, is sufficient 
for this purpose; then add the requisite quan- 
tity of soap cut up into fine shavings, stir 
well, and then allow to cool, and grind up in 
the usual way. There is, however, no ad- 
vantage in this process over the one described 
above. 

Having described the materials used and 
the method of making, some recipes may be 
given for preparing various dry soaps: 

STANDARD DRY SOAP.—20 Ib good 
soap, 70 Ib soda crystals and 10 ID refined 
alkali. 

EXTRA DRY SOAP.—30 ID soap, 60 Ib 
soda crystals, 10 ID refined alkali. 

CHEAP DRY SOAP.—15 ID soap, 50 Ib 
soda crystals, 5 Tb soda ash, 30 Ib Glauber’s 
salt. 

BORAX DRY SALT.—25 ID soap, 60 Ib 
soda crystals, 5 I) borax, 10 ID refined alkali. 
A better quality can be made from 25 Ib 
soap, 10 TD refined alkali, 50 Ib) soda crystals, 
15 ID borax. 

PARAFFIN DRY SOAP.—20 ID soap, 70 
I) soda crystals, 8 Ib refined alkali and 2 Tb 
soft paraffin scale. 

OATMEAL DRY SOAP.--15 Ib 
ID soda crystals, 8 ID refined alkali 
oatmeal. 

Perfume may be added to any extent and 
of any character the soap maker desires. 

DISINFECTANT DRY SOAP.—Dry soap 
may be the means of applying disinfectants, 
which are simply added in the desired quan- 
tities to the materials, as given in the above 
recipes. If the disinfectant is one which is 
liquid in character, then it is desirable to re- 
duce the proportion of soda crystals, and in- 
crease that of the refined alkali to keep the 
soap in the form of dry powder, or some ab- 
sorbent, like kieselguhr or French chalk, may 
be added to the soap. Perhaps the latter 
method has some advantages over the former

plan. It might, perhaps, be added, that what 
is called washing crystal is simply soda crys- 
tals ground up with a little soap—about 3 
per cent. Sometimes a little ultramarine blue 
is added to the dry soap, in order to take 
away any yellowish tinge it might possess, 
and so make it appear whiter in color. 

A blue dry soap has been made which is 
nothing more nor less than ordinary dry soap, 
to which sufficient ultramarine has been 
added to give it a blue color.

AND COTTON OIL TRADE NOTES.

There are now annually crushed in the oil 
mills of the South about 1,500,000 tons of cot- 
tonseed, giving a product of hulls of about 
675,000 to 700,000 tons. There are annually 
grown and passed through power gins, to ob- 
tain the 8,000,000 to 10,000,000 bales of cot- 
ton, which are annually marketed, an addi- 
tional quantity of 2,500,000 to 3,500,000 tons 
of cottonseed, which are not, as yet, hauled 
out to the old mills, which are generally lo- 
eated at some distance from the gins and 
plantations. 

The Belmont soap factory, recently burned 
in Bellaire, O., is not to be rebuilt on the old 
site. A new factory will be erected by the 
company, which has been reorganized, on the 
MecConnaughey property, west of Bridgeport. 

D. B. Chandler, of New York, agent for the 
Colgate Soap Company, was shot in the left 
hand and kicked and beaten until uncon- 
scious, in the Tremont House, Chicago, at 
4:45 o’clock, one morning last week. 

The Roach Soap Mfg. Co. has taken rooms 
in the Maltz Company’s building, Hartford. 
Conn., for the making of leaf soap for the use 
of travelers. 

The Mutual Cotton Oil Company, of Colum- 
bus, Ga., recently made a run of refined cot- 
tonseed oil from its refinery. Heretofore the 
oil has been shipped from the mills not only 
in Columbus, but all over the country to the 
East in its crude state and there refined and 
shipped back to the mill. The management of 
the Mutual Company, recognizing the im- 
mense advantage a refinery would add to the 
institution, went to work and put in the nec- 
essary apparatus. With the exception of the 
Gate City Oil Company, of Atlanta, and the 
Plant oil mills, of Macon, none of the other 
mills in Georgia and only one or two others 
South refine their own products. 

John Brown, who began business in Galt, 
Ontario, thirty-two years ago, and who has 
been in business there continuously ever since 
with the exception of ten and a half years, 
when he ran the Goderich soap works, has re- 
tired from business, having disposed of his 
stock to his son. 

The big soap factory, which has been lo- 
eated at the corner of West Second and Myr- 
tle streets, Sioux City, Ia., has been .moved to 
a new site near the Sioux City brass works, 
corner of West Fourth and Perry streets. Un- 
til recently the factory stood on a side hill, 
and there was apprehension that it would 
break from its moorings and go down the icy 
incline, in which event considerable damage 
would have been done. 

The Spokane (Wash.) soap works consume 
per annum 600,000 Ib of tallow, which in- 
cludes the local supply from the butchers. 





A six-ton cottonseed oil mill will be installed 
by W. McCausland, Lakeland, La. 

A cottonseed oil mill will probably be erect- 
ed near Westville, Miss. 

A sand soap company is fitting up a build- 
ing in Chester, Pa., for the manufacture of 
soap, and*the factory, it is expected, will be 
in operation by the middle of the month. 

The York (Pa.) steam soap works of David 
Rupp are to be enlarged. The product of 
these works is not confined to this country, 
but goods have been shipped to Johannesburg, 
South Africa, and other countries. A con- 
tract has been made with a New York City 
firm for the placing in the plant of an evapor- 
ating apparatus valued at $4,000. This ap- 
paratus is used to recover glycerine from the 
waste lye. 

The Iron City Manufacturing Co., composed 
of enterprising Alabama business men of 
Huntsville and Attalla, have consummated a 
deal which gives to them the ownership and 
control of the Huntsville Soap Works, and 
the entire plant has been removed from the 
latter place to Attalla. 

The statement in a recent issue that Cor- 
sicana, Tex., wanted a soap factory, and that 
from 1,000 to 3,000 Ib of grease could be had 
locally, should have read 1,000 to 3,000 bbls.

The United Kingdom headed the list as an 
importer of this article, having taken in the 
eleven months ending November, 1896, 28,- 
174,745 Tb, valued at $1,083,853, while in the 
same period of the previous year she pur- 
chased only 3,355,454 Ib, valued at $164,107. 
France followed, taking 22,883,273 ID against 
316,604 tb. Germany took 10,822,519 Ib, 
against 107,935 Ib. The exportation to other 
European countries shows an increase of 6,- 
914,530 Ib.

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EXPORTS OF ANIMALS AND THEIR 
PRODUCTS FOR THE PAST 
EIGHT YEARS. 


A careful compilation of the exports of ani- 
mals and their products during the past eight 
years has been made by Secretary Morton of 
the Department of Agriculture, with a view 
determining whether there has been 
shrinkage in the volume of American trade 
of this character. The results, as compiled by 
Dr. Salmon, Chief of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, and approved. by Secretary Morton, 
are presented by numbers and pounds, accord- 
ing to the nature of the product, in order to 
permit more exact comparisons than 
afforded by values alone.

The most striking 
figures is the great increase 
in the exports of horses and sheep during the 
past three years. If these animals have been 
adversely affected by tariff legislation, an out- 
let has evidently been found for a portion of 
them in foreign countries, and. largely in 
Great Britain. The number of sheep exported 
in 1889 was 128,852, and the average for the 
four years 1889 to 1892 was 76,070. In 1896 
the exports of sheep reached the remarkable 
number of 491,565, and the average for the 
four years 18983 to 1896 was 266,736. The 
following shows the ex ports of sheep by num- 
ber for the past eight fiscal years, ending on 
June 30: 

1889, 128,852; 1890, 67,521; 
1892, 46,960; 1898, 37,260; 
1895, 405,748: 1896, 491,565. 

One of the points which Secretary Mor- 
ton strongly brings out in this special circular 
is the large proportion of exports from the 
United States which go to Great Britain. The 
figures for 1896 have not yet been furnished 
by the Bureau of Statistics, but of the 491,- 
565 sheep exported in 1896, 397,280 went to 
Great Britain. The shipments of cattle have

278 in 1894 and 331,722 in 1895. The ship- 
ment of dairy products from the United 
States has been more fluctuating. The ship- 
ments of tallow have fallen off a great deal 
of late years, but have been partly replaced 
by oleo oil. Great Britain is not a large buyer 
of the latter article, having taken only 8,940, 
705 MW of the large amount shipped in 1896.

These 
were somewhat exceptional years, and the 
number fell to 1,553 in 1894 and recovered 
only to 7,130 in 1895 and 21,049 in 1896. The 
shipments of fresh pork are always small and 
amounted to 744,656 Tb in 1896.

“That no meat or dead animal above the 
size of a rabbit shall be taken to any public 
or private market for food until the same 


shall have been fully cooled after killing, nor | 


until the entrails, head and feet shall have 
been removed, except of poultry and game; 
nor shall the body or any part thereof of any 
animal which is used as food be carted 
earried, offered) or 


or 
exposed for sale outside 
any public or private market, otherwise than 
herein mentioned, under penalty,” ete, 

For the following reasons: 

Iirst—Because it is impossible for the 
Wholesaler killing the animal to clean the 
fect so as to keep them from having a dis- 
agreeable and unhealthy odor. 

Second—Beecause of the manure, filth and 
dirt of the streets and slaughter house pens 
adhering to the wool and feet of the animal, 
the same having to be put in our ice boxes, 
the smell permeates through the other more 
sensitive meats, to the injury of same, acting 
in the same way as sewer gas, 

Third 
in handling meats, and careless ones are apt 
to handle lambs with trotters, and in. such a 
way that other meats are smeared with the 
filth and dirt from the same, to the injury of 
the public health. 

Fourth—Because it is doing, no injustice to 
any one, being in perfect equity for the bene- 
fit of the community, and a good sanitary 
law.

profitable, and we abandoned the idea.
